one topic amoi^g the disinterested pa­ 
trons of the crowd as well as among 
the interested 
buyers. 
The 
finer 
points of breeding were pointed out 
by the men in the ring and the auc­ 
tioneer rattled off the raise in the bid­ 
ding as fast as he could name a fig- 
ure.

The bidding was much more spirit­ 
ed than that at any previous sale 
and the result was that the cattle sold 
fo r much higher 
prices. 
At 3:30 
o’clock the 
sales of the day vhad 
reached $30,000 and it was estimated 
that before the day was closed they 
would not be fa r below $50,000. 
The bidding was slow all morning 
as the cheaper cows were brought on 
first and the price of any one individ­ 
ual did not reach $1000. 
The first 
sale after dinner was that of the fa ­ 
mous bull. Derry’s Golden Jo lly, who 
brought $11,000 under the hammer. 
The bidding was spirited and he final­ 
ly went to the manager of 
Sheffield 
farm at Glendale, Ohio, who made a 
hard fight for him. 
The bidding was 
started at $1000 on the bull and each 
successive bid up to $10,000 was not 
below one thousand and then the last 
thousand was broken into 
smaller 
parts. 
This 
bull 
was 
expected to 
bring the biggest price of any other 
animal in the herd and they were not 
disappointed as his sale price was 
fa r above the price of any 
other. 
The next highest 
price paid 
was 
$1100 for 
D erry’s 
Flying Fox, a 
young bull, and for 
Oxford Lad’s 
Buttercup, a cow. 
Probably the most spirited contest 
fo r the ownership of any one animal 
was that waged for Oxford 
Lad ’s 
Buttercup, a cow, which finally sold 
fo r $1100. bringing the highest price 
of any other cow in the sale. 
The 
first bid was started at $200 and was 
gradually raised until it reached the 
final selling price. 
Several 
promi­ 
nent cattle fanciers wanted her for 
the finer points of breeding which she 
showed and all but one had finally 
given up when the $1100 mark was 


reached. 
One of the most peculiar incidents 
o f the sale is that in one instance a 
calf sold for only $25 less than its 
mother. This happened m the case of 
F.minent’s Safety Belle, which sold 
fo r $625 and whose daughter brought 
$600 at the age of six months. 
The largest buyer in the sale was 
the manager of the Sheffield farm at 
Glendale. Ohio, who made eight dif­ 
ferent purchases, the total value of 
them being $14,655. 
He was 
the 
proud possessor of the $11,000 bull, 
which he intended to buy at all haz­ 
ards. 
The next largest buyer was H. E 
Cocrof of Lake Geneva, Wisconsin 
who bought six head of cattle, the 
price of all of them 
amounting to 
$4340. No other one man made more 
than two purchases and in any in­ 
stance did the price paid equal them. 
Most of the men who were lucky 
enough to secure one of the famous 
Jersey Isle oatfle were from distant 
points.

Orig inato r o f the Bertillo n Sy stem 
fo r the Identificatio n o f Criminals 


Those persons, innocent as new­ 
born babes, who have been “mugged” 


and measured by the New York po­ 
lice and have raesid such a row in 
consequence, have to thank for their 
predicament one Alphonso Bertillon, 
a Frenchman who originated the sys­ 
tem of “mugging” and 
measuring. 
In defense of 
Monsieur 
Bertillon, 
however, it may be said that his plan 
contemplated only the identification 
of habitual criminals, and the “mug­ 
ging” of the innocents was no part 
of his scheme. 
Monsieur Bertillon 
was born in 
Paris fifty-six years ago, and in 18 8 0 
while chief of the bureau of identifi­ 
cation in the prefecture of police, 
he established 
his system 
for the 
identification of criminals which has 
since been utilized by the gendarmes 
of all nations. All of the large cities 
of the United States and Europe have 
their rogues’ galleries, conducted on 
the Bertillon system, and improve­ 
ments are constantly being made. 
M. Bertillon was one of the expert 
witnesses at 
the trial of 
Captain 
Dreyfus, and soon after the conclu­ 
sion of that famous court hearing was 


removed from the office he had held 
so long and in which he had attained 
so much fame. 
The distinguished Frenchman was 
the author of many books bearing 
upon his system of identifying crimi­ 
nals, the most famous of which is 
“Identification 
Anthropometrique,” 
published in 18 9 2 and translated into 
many languages. 
The Bertillon system was the first 
step towrard 
keeping an 
accurate 
» record of the peculiarities of those 
against whom the heavy hand of the 
law7 has been raised. 
It depends 
principally upon accurate measure­ 
ments of various parts of the body 
especially the bones, which in adults 
never change. 
The parts measured 
are the head, ear, feet, foot, middle 
finger, the extended forearm, height, 
breadth and trunk. 
These measurements are placed 
upon a card and together with photo­ 
graphs of the bodily features, consti­ 
tute a damning record that 
cannot 
be effaced. 
Criminals of the ’world 
have good cause to hate M. Bertillon, 
but the system he introduced, prop­ 
erly conducted, is an invaluable pro­ 
tection for society.
